"PARIS, Sept.. 14, (Dispatch to The 
London Standard. )—The best view of 
the retreating German armies ‘was ob- 
tained by a French military airman 
who, ascending from ‘a point “near 
| Vitry, flew northward. across. the 
Marne and then eastward by way. of 
Rheims down to the region of Verdun 
and back again in a zigzag course to'a 
spot néar ‘Soissons. _He saw the Ger- 
man hosts not merely in. retreat, ‘but’ 
in flight, and in some places in disor- 
derly flight. 

‘It was a -wonderful sight to lodk 
down upon, those hundreds of. thou- 
sands of moying troops, the long gray 
columns of the Kaiser’s picked troops, 
some marching in a northerly, others 
in a’ northeasterly direction, and all 
moving with .a tremendous rapidity 
eloquent of their desire to place therh- 
‘selves beyond the reach of the allied 
armies, which were harassing them at 
tevery step. 

The retreat was.not. confined to the 
highways. .-Many German soldiers 
were seen running across’ the fields, 
jumping over fences,.crawling through 
hedges,- and -wending their ‘way
